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REMARKS 

A copy of the information disclosure statement and the references 
submitted on April 30, 2004 are attached hereto along with a copy of the 
postcard receipt. It is noted that the Namie reference US 2002/0 14287 1 
cited by the Primary Examiner is one of the three references not considered 
by the Examiner. Applicants ask the Primary Examiner to consider these 
references as it is believed that all of the references and the information 
disclosure statement were timely submitted as evidenced by the receipt. In 
case the Primary Examiner requires a fee for the submission of these 
references please charge deposit account 23-3060 for any fee necessary for 
consideration of these references. 

Drawing Figs. 6 and 7 have been denoted as prior art as required by 
the Primary Examiner. 

Claims 1 and 2 were rejected under 35 U.S,C. 102 (b) as being 
anticipated by Namie et al. (US 2002/0142871). 

Claim 1 as amended does not read on the '871 publication to Naomie 
as Naomie lacks an inner body having a plunger accommodating hole. 
Further, claim 1 has been amended to clarify that the inner body is heal 
welded to the outer body. The inner body is metal and it is heated and then 
melts (fuses and softens) the outer body to grip the inner body securely 
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which prohibits wobble of the inner body with respect to the outer body. 
Also, the inner and outer bodies being fused together prohibit the leakage of 
oil. Naomie uses a metal cylinder which is press-fit into a plastic outer body 
which may leak because the press fit is imperfect without fusing the metal to 
the plastic. 

Claim 1 includes a tensioner mounting means. The structure 
corresponding to the claimed tensioner mounting means, to wit, a bushing 
secured to a mounting hole is not disclosed in Naomie. 

Naomie additionally lacks a check valve which is part of the claimed 
inner body side unit. Naomie includes a check valve but it is not part of the 
claimed inner body side unit. 

Anticipation requires that all elements and limitations of the claim are 
found within a single prior art reference. Anticipation must be exact; there 
must be no difference between the claimed invention and the reference 
disclosure. Carella v, Starlight Archery and Proline Co. , 804 F.2d 135, 
138, 231 USPQ 644, 646 (Fed Cir, 1986), Cornell v. Sears, Roebuck & 
Co., 722 F.2d 1542, 1549, 220 USPQ 193, 198 (Fed. Cir. 1983). Kalman v. 
Kimberly-Clark Corp., 218 USPQ 781 (Fed Cir. 1983). 

Claim 1 has been amended for clarity. No new matter has been added 
to claim 1 . 
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Reconsideration of claims 1 and 2 is respectfully requested. 

Claims 3 and 4 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. were rejected under 
35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Namie et al 
(US20020142871) in view of Duffield et al (EP 0916869). 

First, as set forth above Naomie does not disclose the invention of 
amended claim 3 for the reasons identified above in connection with claim 1 . 



Claim 1 does not read on Naomie and as such does not form the proper basis 
for a rejection under section 103. Secondly, Duffield teaches insert molding 
of sleeves or inserts 3 1 0 not heat welding. 

Reconsideration of claims 3 and 4 is respectfully requested.
